SEOUL, South Korea (AP) - 
South Korea won U.S. support 
yesterday for slashing trade to 
North Korea and vowed to 
haul its communist neighbor 
before the U.N. Security 
Council for a torpedo attack 
that sank a South Korean war¬ 
ship and killed 46 sailors. 

U.N. Secretary-General Ban 
Ki-moon said he expects the 
Security Council to take action 
against North Korea, calling 
the evidence that the North was 
responsible "overwhelming 
and deeply troubling."

WINFIELD, Missouri (AP) - 
Mexican drug smugglers are 
increasingly peddling a form 
of ultra-potent heroin that sells 
for as little as $10 a bag and is 
so pure it can kill unsuspecting 
users instantly, sometimes be¬ 
fore they even remove the sy¬ 
ringe from their veins. 

An Associated Press review 
of drug overdose data shows 
that so-called "black tar" 
heroin - named for its dark, 
gooey consistency - and other 
forms of the drug are con¬ 
tributing to a spike in overdose 
deaths across the nation and at¬ 
tracting a new generation of 
users who are caught off guard 
by its potency. 

"We found people who 
snorted it lying face-down with 
the straw lying next to them," 
said Patrick O'Neil, coroner in 
suburban Chicago's Will 
County, where annual heroin 
deaths have nearly tripled - 
from 10 to 29 - since 2006. 
"It's so potent that we occa¬ 
sionally find the needle in the 
arm at the death scene." 

Authorities are concerned 
that the potency and price of 
the heroin from Mexico and 
Colombia could widen the 
drug's appeal, just as crack did 
for cocaine decades ago. 

The Latin American heroin 
comes in the form of black tar 


or brown powder, and it has 
proven especially popular in 
rural and suburban areas. 

Originally associated with 
rock stars, hippies and inner- 
city junkies, heroin in the 
1970s was usually smuggled 
from Asia and the Middle East 
and was around 5 percent pure. 
The rest was "filler" such as 
sugar, starch, powdered milk, 
even brick dust. The low po¬ 
tency meant that many users 
injected the drug to maximize 
the effect. 

But in recent years, Mexi¬ 
can drug dealers have im¬ 
proved the way they process 
poppies, the brightly colored 
flowers supplied by drug farm¬ 
ers that provide the raw ingre¬ 
dients for heroin, opium and 
painkillers such as morphine. 
Purity levels have increased, 
and prices have fallen. 

Federal agents now com¬ 
monly find heroin that is 50 
percent pure and sometimes as 
much as 80 percent pure. 

The greater potency allows 
more heroin users to snort the 
drug or smoke it and still 
achieve a sustained high - an 
attractive alternative for 
teenagers and suburbanites 
who don't want the HIV risk or 
the track marks on their arms 
that come with repeated injec¬ 
tions.

NEW YORK (AP)- Financial 
companies dragged stocks 
lower yesterday as already 
anxious investors grew even 
more uncertain about the U.S. 
government's financial over¬ 
haul plan and debt problems in 
Europe. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average slid 80 points in the 
final 15 minutes of trading to 
end with a loss of almost 127. 
It was the lowest close for the 
Dow since February. All major 


indexes fell more than 1 per¬ 
cent. 

Investors are worried about 
limits that could be placed on 
U.S. banks in a final version 
of the financial overhaul bill. 
A bill that passed the Senate 
last week is now being recon¬ 
ciled with the House version. 
The late drop illustrates how 
jittery traders are in particular 
about what will happen in Eu¬ 
rope. 

The euro fell against the 


dollar, dropping to $1.2361. 
The 16-nation currency has be¬ 
come a symbol of investors' 
concern about the continent's 
economy. Traders have been 
dumping the euro on fears that 
massive debts will cause a de¬ 
fault by a weaker country in 
the European Union. 

The euro hit a four-year low 
against the dollar last week.

Jamaica: Gun battles intensifying, spreading 


KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) - 
Jamaica’s security forces 
clashed with masked gunmen 
allied with an alleged drug 
kingpin for a second consecu¬ 
tive day yesterday as an inten¬ 
sifying multi-front battle 
against gangs spread to volatile 
slums outside the capital. 

Police and soldiers came 
under heavy fire in barricaded 
battle zones in the West King¬ 
ston stronghold of Christopher 
"Dudus” Coke, who is trying to 
avoid extradition to the U.S. on 
drug and arms trafficking 
charges. Military helicopters 
with mounted guns buzzed 
above the impoverished area, 
between plumes of black smoke. 

West Kingston, which in¬ 
cludes the Trenchtown slum 
where reggae superstar Bob 
Marley was raised, is the epi¬ 
center of the violence. But yes¬ 
terday, security agents were 
also under attack in troubled 
areas outside that patchwork of 
gritty slums. 


Gunmen shot at police 
while trying to erect barricades 
in a poor section of St. Cather¬ 
ine parish, which is just out¬ 
side the two parishes where the 
government on Sunday imple¬ 
mented a monthlong state of 
emergency. 

A police station in an outly¬ 
ing area of Kingston parish 
also was showered with bullets 
by a roving band of gunmen 
with high-powered rifles. 

Security Minister Dwight 
Nelson said "police are on top 
of the situation," but gunfire 
was reported in several poor 
communities and brazen gun¬ 
men shot up Kingston’s central 
police station. 

The Jamaica Constabulary 
Force said two officers have 
been killed and six injured dur¬ 
ing firefights with criminal 
gangs whose arsenals rival po¬ 
lice firepower. 

"The loss of these two offi¬ 
cers and the injury to the six, 
while difficult to deal with, will 


only serve as a rallying call for 
the police to remain strong, 
committed and firm as we con¬ 
tinue to encounter brazen crim¬ 
inals," said Police Com¬ 
missioner Owen Ellington. 

Ellington said "scores of 
criminals" from gangs across 
the Caribbean island had 
joined the fighting in the 
Kingston area, where the fear 
of gun violence has driven 
many to live behind gated 
walls with key-pad entry sys¬ 
tems and 24-hour security. 

In a sun-splashed island 
known more for reggae music 
and all-inclusive resorts, the 
violence erupted Sunday after¬ 
noon after nearly a week of ris¬ 
ing tensions over the possible 
extradition of Coke to the 
United States, where he faces 
a possible sentence of life in 
prison. 

Coke is described as one of 
the world’s most dangerous 
drug lords by the U.S. Justice 
Department.

The Netherlands to hold 


first European Somali 
piracy trial 


ROTTERDAM, The Netherl- 
nads— The first European trial 
of Somali pirate suspects is set 
to open today in Rotterdam. 

Five men face prison terms 
of from 9 to 12 years for al¬ 
legedly attempting to hijack a 
cargo ship in the Gulf of Aden. 

The suspects, aged 25 to 45, 
were arrested on January 2 last 
year after their boat was inter¬ 
cepted by a Danish frigate as 
they were prepaing to board 
the Netherlands Antilles- 
flagged Samanyolu. 


The Netherlands subse¬ 
quently issued European arrest 
warrants they were flown from 
Bahrain to the Netherlands. 

A defense lawyer has said 
the five men will challenge the 
jurisdiction of Dutch courts in 
the case, arguing that the cargo 
vessel was registered in the 
Netherlands Antilles, which 
has its own justice system. 

The trial is expected to last 
five days and judgment is set 
to be handed down on June 16, 
according to reports. 


Former dictator could gain 
power in Suriname 


PARAM ARIB O, Suriname 
(AP) - A former dictator and 
convicted drug trafficker ap¬ 
pears poised to regain political 
power in Suriname, where he 
has cultivated a following 
among young people despite 
facing trial for the execution of 
political opponents in the 
1980s. 

The main opposition party 
led by Desi Bouterse appears 
likely to gain at least some 
control in the South American 
parliament in Today’s election. 
His National Democratic Party 
currently holds 15 of the 51 
seats. 


Parliament routinely ap¬ 
points a president shortly after 
its own elections. A president 
needs the vote of two-thirds of 
the lawmakers, so a coalition 
of Bouterse’s party and two 
smaller parties might win 
enough seats to vote him back 
in to the country’s top job. 

A poll released during the 
campaign showed Bouterse’s 
coalition with 41 percent of the 
vote compared to 29 percent 
for the governing New Front 
coalition in the area surroun¬ 
ding the capital, Paramaribo, 
the country’s largest and most 
important election district.

Rather than shy 
away from the financial, phys¬ 
ical and emotional challenges 
so many of us face, Grammy- 
nominated singer/songwriter 
Raheem DeVaughn tackles 
them head on with The Love & 
War MasterPeace, his most am¬ 
bitious album to date. 

“The Love & War Mas¬ 
terPeace is one half social com¬ 
mentary, one half love,” 
explains the soul singer. “With 
everything going on, it just 
feels like the right time for it. 
As a country I think we’ve 
made some progress, but we 
remain divided — it’s still 
poverty versus wealth and 
good versus evil. We’re sepa¬ 
rated by skin color and reli¬ 


gion, politics and 
control over natural 
resources. I think 
of this album as a 
natural extension 
of where I am per¬ 
sonally and where 
we are as a nation.” 

To connect the 
thematic dots, De¬ 
Vaughn tapped 
Princeton professor 
and public intellec¬ 
tual Dr. Cornel 
West for a series of 
poetic, politically 
charged interludes. 
The unlikely 
pair met at the 2007 BET Hip- 
Hop Honors ceremony and 
have kept in close touch ever 
since. “Dr. West has an infec¬ 
tious spirit. Even if you don’t 
know who he is, he commands 
you to listen,” says DeVaughn. 
“He’s in tune with his power 
and he uses it for good.” 

Largely produced by Kenny 
Dope, The Love & War Mas¬ 
terPeace is combination of 
song that are half socially con¬ 
scious and half love. For exam¬ 
ple, on the bluesy “Soldier’s 
Story,” DeVaughn sings a dia¬ 
logue between a nervous young 
man headed to Iraq and his 
worried mother. “That song 
was inspired by a friend of 
mine in Maryland,” he notes. “I 
saw him in the barbershop right 
before he left for Iraq. The next 
time I ran into him, he was 
missing both of his legs.” 

For the breathtaking peace 
anthem, “Nobody Wins a War,” 
DeVaughn recruited a soul 
sonic force of R&B greats in¬ 
cluding Jill Scott, Bilal, An¬ 
thony Hamilton, Ledisi, Chri- 
sette Michele, Citizen Cope, 
Dwele and Chico DeBarge.

Google Gives the Gift of 
Pac-Man Forever 



The Western Mediterranean 
Sea is heating up and getting 
saltier, a new study finds. 

Each year the temperature 
of the deep layer of the West¬ 
ern Mediterranean increases 
by 0.0036 degrees Fahrenheit 
(0.002 degrees Celsius), and 
its salt levels increase by 
0.001 units of salinity, re¬ 
searchers monitoring the sea 
found. The change is consis¬ 
tent with the expected effects 
of global warming. 

These changes may sound 
like small beans, but they have 
been building up at a faster 
pace since the 1990s, the 
study, detailed in the April 1 
edition of the Journal of Geo¬ 
physical Research, suggests. 

The results show a consis¬ 
tent trend, ’’but to confirm 
this accelerating trend, we 
need to monitor it over the 
years to come,” said study au¬ 
thor Manuel Vargas-Yanez of 
the Spanish Institute of 
Oceanography. 

The researchers analyzed 
the temperature and salt lev¬ 
els of the three layers of the 
Mediterranean Sea: the upper 
layer (from the surface to 656 
feet, or 200 meters, deep with 
water that enters from the At¬ 
lantic); the middle layer 
(from 656 to 1,968 feet, or 
200 to 600 meters, deep with 


water from the eastern 
Mediterranean that enters the 
western basin via the Strait of 
Sicily); and the deep layer 
(from 1,968 to the sea bed, or 
600 meters and deeper, with 
water from the western 
Mediterranean). 

’’These layers, especially 
the deep one, take up a huge 
volume, and raising its tem¬ 
perature each year by one- 
thousandth of a degree 
requires an enormous amount 
of heat,” Vargas-Yanez said. 

The team has also ob¬ 
served an increase in the salt 
level and the temperature of 
the middle layer of the sea. 
This has not been clearly ob¬ 
served in the upper layer, ’’but 
it can be deduced from the 
heating of the deep water and 
from studies done by other 
teams and our current re¬ 
search projects,” Vargas- 
Yanez said. 

An increase in ocean 
salinity suggests an increase 
in the net evaporation of the 
water - the difference be¬ 
tween evaporation and pre¬ 
cipitation. When evaporated 
water leaving the ocean is 
greater than water entering 
the ocean as precipitation that 
means overall less water stay¬ 
ing in the sea with the same 
amount of salt. So the sea 


gets saltier. 

A greater evaporation rate 
can be due to a warmer 
ocean, but other factors can 
come into play, such as the 
humidity and temperature of 
the atmosphere, said 
oceanographer Ruth Curry of 
Woods Hole Oceanographic 
Institution in Massachusetts. 

Also, the Mediterranean is 
a closed space, so certain 
land-use issues such as 
damming rivers could change 
how much freshwater is 
flowing into the ocean and 
diluting the saltwater. 

Scientists are seeing a 
change in the evaporation- 
precipitation patterns of the 
ocean, which is consistent 
with what's expected under 
greenhouse gas-driven warm¬ 
ing, Curry said. 

The top layer of the entire 
ocean has warmed signifi¬ 
cantly over the past 16 years, 
according to another study 
detailed in the May 20 issue 
of the journal Nature. From 
1993 to 2008, the top 2,300 
feet (700 meters) of the 
world's oceans warmed 0.64 
watts per square meter. 

That's equal to adding the 
energy from 100 million 
atomic bombs to the ocean 
each year during the 16-year 
period, said John Fyman of 
the University of Hawaii.

Eating Disorders Go Untreated as Experts Debate Definitions 


Anorexia and bulimia are 
probably the most familiar 
types of eating disorders, but 
they are not the most com¬ 
mon. Some 50 to 60 percent 
of patients don't quite make 
the cut to be diagnosed with 
full-blown anorexia or bu¬ 
limia, and are instead classi¬ 
fied as having an eating 
disorder "not otherwise spec¬ 
ified” (EDNOS). 

But this group is so vast, 
and the cases within it so di¬ 
verse, that many in the field 
believe it creates more prob¬ 
lems than it does solutions in 
terms of treating patients and 
understanding the syn¬ 
dromes. Patients lumped into 
this unspecified group can 
also have misperceptions 
about their condition, think¬ 
ing it is not as serious as 
anorexia or bulimia. But in 
fact, recent studies have 
found that there really isn’t a 
medical difference between 
the three recognized types of 
eating disorders. 

Now, physicians and psy¬ 
chiatrists are taking action to 
remedy the situation. They 


are proposing revisions to the 
psychiatric "Bible,” the Diag¬ 
nostic and Statistical Manual 
of Mental Disorders, or 
DSM, for the newest version 
(DSM-5) to be published in 
2013. The suggested changes 
include relaxing the strict cri¬ 
teria for anorexia and bulimia 
somewhat, and giving other 
conditions, such as binge eat¬ 
ing, their own official labels. 

These more specific labels 
could be a boon to treatment 
and the mental health of the 
patient, who will finally 
know what he or she "has.” In 
addition, experience has 
shown that when a disorder 
gets a name, more research 
and attention is paid to it. 
Even so, some experts aren't 
sold, saying these DSM 
changes won't make any real 
difference as far as treatment 
goes. 

"At the moment it’s like a 
housekeeping job, we're just 
trying to make it tidy,” said 
Chris Fairbum, a professor of 
psychiatry at the University 
of Oxford in England. "And 
that's good in the sense of 


nicely sort of putting people 
into different drawers if you 
like...it's tidy, but it may be 
meaningless.” 

Regardless of the changes 
made, the most important 
thing is for doctors not to 
make decisions arbitrarily, 
but to revise the diagnoses 
based on what they know 
from scientific research, said 
Dr. Rebecka Peebles, an in¬ 
structor of pediatrics at Stan¬ 
ford University School of 
Medicine who has studied 
pediatric eating disorders. 

"Currently the diagnostic 
criteria for anorexia and bu¬ 
limia have not been decided 
based on evidence; they've 
been decided based on expert 
consensus,” Peebles said. 
"And that is valuable, I don’t 
discount that at all ... but I 
think now that we are starting 
to have more evidence, we 
should consider using that 
evidence to really reshape 
these criteria,” she said. 

What is EDNOS? 

Every psychiatric disorder 
has a "not otherwise speci¬ 
fied” group, which is "de¬ 


signed as a sort of a catchall 
residual category for people 
who don't have the formal di¬ 
agnosis, yet clearly have the 
psychiatric disorder,” Fair- 
burn said. 

That means those with 
EDNOS have not met the cri¬ 
teria for either anorexia or bu¬ 
limia, which are quite rigid. 
Currently, someone is consid¬ 
ered anorexic if they have a 
significant fear of gaining 
weight, are at less than 85 
percent of their expected 


Tired of Facebook mania 
dominating the news? Blame 
it on the girls, at least accord¬ 
ing to a study undertaken for 
the U.K.’s National Family 
Week, which found that the 
social networking site has be¬ 
come one of the most impor¬ 
tant things in their lives.

Girls are Facebook junkies, study finds 
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Swim lessons for toddlers get 
doctors' approval 



CHICAGO - The nation's 
largest pediatricians group is 
relaxing its stance against 
swimming lessons for chil¬ 
dren younger than 4. 

In the past, the American 
Academy of Pediatrics has 
said swim classes might give 
toddlers and parents a false 
sense of security. Now the 
group says it's fine to enroll 
children as young as 1. 

A few small studies sug¬ 
gest toddlers may be less 
likely to drown if they've had 
swim lessons. The doctors 
aren't recommending lessons 


for every young child. Some 
parents may feel their little 
ones aren't ready and that's 
OK. 

Parents should choose 
classes that emphasize water 
safety and require a parent or 
other adult to be in the water 
with the child, said Connie 
Harvey who heads aquatics 
development for the Ameri¬ 
can Red Cross and wasn't in¬ 
volved in the doctors' policy 
update. 

Classes should have at 
least one instructor for every 
10 students, she said. 


The updated policy, re¬ 
leased online Monday by the 
journal Pediatrics, also rec¬ 
ommends fences around all 
pools, even popular inflatable 
ones. Kids can drown by 
leaning over the soft sides 
and falling in. 

And the group warns that 
children can drown when 
their hair or hands get sucked 
into the drains of pools or 
spas without drain covers or 
proper filter-pump equip¬ 
ment. 

The rate of childhood 
drowning deaths has declined 
in recent years. About 1,100 
U.S. children drowned in 
2006. 

Parents know they should 
be vigilant while children 
swim, but trouble can occur 
in an instant of inattention, 
said Dr. Jeffrey Weiss of 
Phoenix Children's Hospital 
and lead author of the policy. 

"It's not a lack of supervi¬ 
sion, it's a lapse of supervi¬ 
sion," Weiss said. 


U.S. panel to consider "Viagra 
for women” 


WASHINGTON - A U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration 
advisory panel will consider 
whether to approve a drug that 
its manufacturer says increases 
women's sexual desire. 

The drug, called 
flibanserin, was developed by 
German pharmaceutical com¬ 
pany Boehringer Ingelheim. 

The FDA's Reproductive 
Health Drugs Advisory Com¬ 
mittee is scheduled to meet 


June 18 to consider approv¬ 
ing flibanserin, the newspa¬ 
per said. Amy Allina of the 
National Women's Health 
Network, an advocacy group 
headquartered in Washing¬ 
ton, said her organization has 
"lots of questions about the 
’pink Viagra,"’ but the group 
acknowledges achieving "a 
happy and healthy sex life 
can be a real and important 
problem for some women."

Regulators may never pinpoint 
cause of market crash 


WASHINGTON - U.S. regu¬ 
lators may never know what 
caused the recent market crash 
and still have not found evi¬ 
dence trading errors or system 
malfunctions triggered the 
brief free fall, top futures mar¬ 
kets regulators said yesterday. 

More than two weeks after 
the Dow Jones Industrial aver¬ 
age lost nearly 700 points in 
minutes before recovering, 
regulators and exchange ope¬ 
rators are still searching for an¬ 
swers. 

The CFTC and fellow mar¬ 
ket regulator the Securities and 
Exchange Commission have 
been forced to set aside long¬ 
standing differences over juris¬ 
diction. 

For more than a year their 
respective chairmen have 


worked together on new deri¬ 
vatives rules and were thrust 
back into the spotlight after the 
market crash. SEC and CFTC 
commissioners met yesterday 
for the third time since the 
CFTC was created in the 
1970s. 

CFTC Commissioner 
Michael Dunn also said in an 
interview that "it’s going to be 
difficult for us to understand 
totally what happened," adding 
it was likely several factors 
were responsible for the mar¬ 
ket swing. 

A CFTC official told a 
panel exploring the crash the 
initial findings showed the 
"flash crash" was not so much 
the cause of a single event, but 
a confluence of events that led 
to the dislocation in liquidity. 


China holds door open a crack 
to U.S. on yuan 


BEIJING, China - China struck 
a conciliatory note in talks with 
the United States yesterday by 
vowing to spur domestic de¬ 
mand and keeping a guarded 
opening to exchange rate re¬ 
form, which the Obama admin¬ 
istration says is needed to 
rebalance the global economy. 


Both countries also made 
clear that a stronger Chinese 
currency was not enough by it¬ 
self to narrow the whopping 
U.S. bilateral trade deficit that 
has fueled tensions between 
them at a time when the global 
economic recovery remains 
fragile. 


Fiscal crises threaten Europe's 
generous benefits 



LONDON, England (AP) - 
Six weeks of vacation a 
year. Retirement at 60. 
Thousands of euros for hav¬ 
ing a baby. A good univer¬ 
sity education for less than 
the cost of a laptop. 

The system known as the 
European welfare state was 
built after World War II as 
the keystone of a shared 
prosperity meant to prevent 
future conflict. Generous 
lifelong benefits have since 
become a defining feature 
of modem Europe. 

Now the welfare state — 
cherished by many Europeans 
as an alternative to what they 
see as dog-eat-dog American 
capitalism — is coming under 
its most serious threat in 
decades: Europe's sovereign 
debt crisis. 

Deep budget cuts are under 
way across Europe. Although 
the first round is focused 
mostly on government payrolls 
— the least politically explo¬ 
sive target — welfare benefits 
are looking increasingly vul¬ 
nerable. 

"The current welfare state is 
unaffordable," said Uri Dadush, 
director of the Carnegie En¬ 
dowment's International Eco¬ 
nomics Program. "The crisis 
has made the day of reckoning 
closer by several years in virtu¬ 
ally all the industrial countries." 

Germany will decide next 
month just how to cut at least 
3 billion euros ($3.75 billion) 
from the budget. The govern¬ 
ment is suggesting for the first 
time that it could make fresh 
cuts to unemployment benefits 
that include giving Germans 
under 50 about 60 percent of 
their last salary before taxes 
for up to a year. That benefit it¬ 
self emerged after cuts to an 
even more generous package 
about five years ago. 

Demographers and econo¬ 
mists began warning decades 
ago that social welfare was 
doomed by the aging of Eu¬ 
rope's baby boomers. Some 
governments had been trim¬ 
ming and reforming, but now 
almost all are scrambling to 
close deficits in order to pre¬ 
vent a wider collapse of confi¬ 
dence in the euro. 

"We need to change, to 
adapt... for the sake of the pro¬ 
tection of our social model," 
European Union Commis¬ 
sioner Joaquin Almunia of 
Spain told reporters in Stock¬ 
holm Thursday. 

The move is risky: experts 
warn the cuts could undermine 
the growth needed to pull budg¬ 
ets back on a sustainable path. 

Yesterday, Britain unveiled 
6 billion pounds ($8.6 billion) 
in cuts — mostly to govern¬ 


ment payrolls and expenses. 
The government has promised 
to raise the age at which citi¬ 
zens receive a state pension — 
up from 60 to 65 for women, 
and from 65 to 66 for men. It 
also plans to toughen the wel¬ 
fare regime, requiring the un¬ 
employed to try to find jobs in 
order to collect benefits. 

Britain says it will limit 
child tax credits and scrap a 
250-pound ($360) payment to 
the families of every newborn. 
Ministers are reviewing the 
long-term affordability of the 
country's generous public sec¬ 
tor pensions. 

Funding for Britain's nation¬ 
alized health care service will 
be protected under the new 
government, however, and 
should rise each year to 2015. 

France's conservative gov¬ 
ernment is focusing on raising 
the retirement age. Many work¬ 
ers can now retire at 60 with 50 
percent of their average salary. 
Extra funds are available for re¬ 
tired civil servants, those with 
three or more children, military 
veterans and others. 

In Spain, billions in cuts to 
state salaries go into effect next 
month, and the Socialist gov¬ 
ernment has frozen increases 
in pensions meant to compen¬ 
sate for inflation for at least 
two years. 

Spain is cutting assistance 
payments for disabled people 
by 300 million euros ($375 
million) and did away with a 
three-year-old bonus of 2,500 
euros ($3,124.25) per new 
baby. It also has proposed hik¬ 
ing the retirement age for men 
from 65 to 67. 

Countries in northern Eu¬ 
rope have done a far better of 
reforming social welfare and 
have unemployment systems 
that focus on re-employing 
people instead of making their 
unemployment comfortable, 
said Gayle Allard, a professor 
of economic environment and 
country analysis at the Instituto 
de Empresa in Madrid. 

Denmark and other Nordic 
countries are known for the 
world's highest taxes and most 
generous cradle-to-grave ben¬ 


efits. Denmark has imple¬ 
mented a system known 
broadly as "flexicurity," 
which combines flexibility 
for employers to hire and 
fire workers with financial 
security and training to pre¬ 
pare for new jobs. 

Denmark had a 7.5 per¬ 
cent unemployment rate in 
the first quarter of this year, 
well below the EU average 
of 9.6 percent. Swedish and 
F innish unemployment 
stood at 8.9 percent. Nor¬ 
way, with some of the 
world's most generous un¬ 
employment benefits fully 
funded by oil for the forseeable 
future, has Europe's lowest job¬ 
less rate, just 3 percent in April. 

Southern European coun¬ 
tries that have not moved to¬ 
ward reforming welfare in the 
same ways are paying a steep 
price. 

After sharp cutbacks im¬ 
posed as the condition of an in¬ 
ternational bailout this month, 
Greeks must now contribute to 
pension funds for 40 instead of 
37 years before retiring, and 
the age of early retirement is 
set to 60 at the earliest. 

In Portugal, seen as another 
potential candidate for bailout, 
the government is focusing on 
hikes in income, corporate and 
sales taxes and has avoided 
drastic changes to welfare en¬ 
titlements. Unemployment be¬ 
nefits will be cut somewhat 
and the out-of-work will have 
to accept any job paying more 
than 10 percent more than 
what they would receive in un¬ 
employment benefits. 

The government is also 
stepping up checks on welfare 
claims, freezing public sector 
pay and slicing public invest¬ 
ment. 

"There's been a lack of will¬ 
ingness to shift away from 
welfare as purely social protec¬ 
tion towards an approach 
which has been in much of 
northern Europe in recent 
years, which is welfare as so¬ 
cial investment," said Iain 
Begg, a professor at the Lon¬ 
don School of Economics and 
Political Science's European 
Institute.

Cavaliers fire coach Mike Brown 
after 5 seasons 



CLEVELAND - Mike 
Brown won everything in 
five years coaching the 
Cleveland Cavaliers. Every¬ 
thing, that is, except an 
NBA title. 

Brown, the most suc¬ 
cessful coach in franchise 
history, was fired Monday 
after failing to win a cham¬ 
pionship with superstar — 
and soon-to-be free agent 
— LeBron James. 

Brown's dismissal had 
been expected since the 
Cavs were eliminated by 
the Boston Celtics in the sec¬ 
ond round of the playoffs, a 
stunning exit for a team fa¬ 
vored to win it all. The Cava¬ 
liers had a midnight deadline 
Sunday to fire Brown or the 
team would have had to com¬ 
pensate him for next season. 

In five seasons, Brown, 
who had one year left on his 
contract, went 314-177 and 
was the league's coach of the 
year in 2009. He took Cleve¬ 
land to the postseason every 
year and led the Cavaliers to 
their only finals appearance 
in 2007. 

But the Cavs, despite hav¬ 
ing the best regular-season 
record the past two years, fell 
short of winning their first 
title and now face an uncer¬ 
tain future with James, the 


league's two-time defending 
MVP, eligible for free agency 
and expected to listen to of¬ 
fers from other teams. 

Cavs owner Dan Gilbert 
made the decision to fire 
Brown following an organi¬ 
zational review that began 
following the Cavs' sudden 
collapse. Cleveland had a 2- 
1 series lead over the Celtics 
before losing three straight, 
including the final two at 
home by a combined 50 
points. 

"After a long and deep 
analysis of all of the factors 
that led to the disappointing 
early ends to our playoff runs 
over the past two seasons, we 
concluded that it was time for 
the Cavaliers to move in a 
different direction," Gilbert 


said in a statement. "The ex¬ 
pectations of this organiza¬ 
tion are very high and, 
although change always car¬ 
ries an element of risk, there 
are times when that risk 
must be taken in an attempt 
to break through to new, 
higher levels of accomplish¬ 
ment. 

"This is one of those 
times." 

Brown was not immedi¬ 
ately available for comment. 

The James' family publi¬ 
cist said the All-Star forward 
is out of town on vacation 
and is not available to com¬ 
ment on Brown's dismissal. 

Brown was voted the 
league's coach of the year last 
season when the Cavs won 
66 games. However, Cleve¬ 
land lost to Orlando in the 
conference finals and it was 
assumed Brown would have 
to get the team closer to a 
championship to keep his job. 

But the Cavs regressed 
and were badly outplayed by 
the Celtics. The embarrassing 
home performances, coupled 
with the second-round ouster 
forced Gilbert to make a dif¬ 
ficult decision on Brown, 
who won 127 regular-season 
games the past two seasons. 

With James moving to¬ 
ward free agency, the Cavs 
needed to show him a will¬ 
ingness to change and dis¬ 
missing Brown, however 
painful, may have been nec¬ 
essary to re-sign James. 

Brown's fifth season 
ended like all the others he 
shared with James — title¬ 
less. 

It wasn't all his fault, but 
the 40-year-old Brown, a for¬ 
mer assistant in Washington, 
San Antonio and Indiana 
hired by Gilbert in 2005 to 
change Cleveland's culture 
with a foundation based on 
defense, couldn't deliver a 
title this season despite hav¬ 
ing the game's most skilled 
player and a roster upgraded 
with the additions of All- 
Stars Shaquille O'Neal and 
Antawn Jamison. 

The Cavs' defense, suffo¬ 
cating and relentless at times 
during the regular season, 
was atrocious in the series 
against Boston. Cleveland al¬ 
lowed more than 100 points 
in six games and couldn't 
contain Celtics point guard 
Raj on Rondo.

Federer’s debut as champ goes 
well; SWilliams wins

PARIS - The French-speak¬ 
ing voice booming through 
loudspeakers at Court 
Philippe Chatrier recited 
Roger Federer's bona fides 
during prematch introduc¬ 
tions, detailing his six titles at 
Wimbledon, five at the U.S. 
Open, four at the Australian 
Open and then, reaching a 
crescendo, concluded this 
way: 

’’One at Roland Garros, 
here, last year!” 

Federer smiled. Fans 
roared, many rising to ap¬ 
plaud. Playing at the French 
Open as defending champion 
for the first time, Federer 
gave 'em plenty to cheer 
about Monday, dipping into 
his considerable repertoire of 
shotmaking in a 6-4, 6-1, 6-2 
victory over 71 st-ranked 
Peter Luczak of Australia. 

With the end result far 
from in doubt, Federer turned 
the outing into a glorified 
practice session. He closed 
one extended exchange by 
slicing a backhand with so 
much spin that, after landing, 
the ball darted back toward 
the net, away from Luczak. 


Federer acknowledged the 
cheers by raising an index 
finger, lest somebody forget 
he's No. 1. 

"If it was anyone else, I'd 
be getting pretty angry,” said 
Luczak, whose career mark 
in Grand Slam matches fell to 
5-14. "He just had me on a 
string and just (was) toying 
with me at the end. I think he 
was enjoying it.” 

Federer made only 11 un¬ 
forced errors, won 50 of 64 
points on his serve and faced 
one break point, which he 
saved. 

"I was pretty relaxed,” 
said Federer, who can tie Pete 
Sampras' record of 286 total 
weeks at No. 1 in the rank¬ 
ings June 7. "It was like a 
perfect match to get off the 
French Open campaign, re¬ 
ally.” 

Other top players — even 
those who also won — were 
less pleased with their per¬ 
formances on Day 2, when a 
searing sun carried the tem¬ 
perature into the 80s and 
made the most grueling of 
tennis' surfaces even more of 
a test of fitness. 


The No. 1-ranked woman, 
Serena Williams, for exam¬ 
ple, found little to smile 
about after following Federer 
into the main stadium and 
beating Stefanie Voegele of 
Switzerland 7-6 (2), 6-2. 

"I definitely didn't feel 
good about it,” said Williams, 
who counts the 2002 French 
Open among her 12 major 
championships. "At least I 
won. I think I'm still in the 
tournament; that’s what mat¬ 
ters.” 

It was not the sort of after¬ 
noon for long outings, but 
some players just can't seem 
to help themselves, such as 
No. 4 Andy Murray and for¬ 
mer top-10 player Richard 
Gasquet of France. Gasquet 
started well, but Murray fin¬ 
ished well and won 4-6, 6-7 
(5), 6-4, 6-2, 6-1. 

Murray also lost the first 
two sets before beating Gas¬ 
quet in five at Wimbledon in 
2008. 

Murray's body language 
was about as bad as his play 
in the early going, and he 
pounded a fist into his fore¬ 
head after blowing one back¬ 
hand slice attempt in the third 
set. Yet it was Gasquet, who 
missed last year's French 
Open after testing positive for 
cocaine, that faded. So Mur¬ 
ray — a 2009 quarterfinalist 
at Roland Garros, twice the 
runner-up at other major tour¬ 
naments, and Britain's best 
hope for its first male Grand 
Slam champion since the 
1930s — still will be around 
in the second round. 

"He's always fighting, 
fighting, putting all the balls 
in the court,” Gasquet said. 
"Even if he's not playing so 
good, he's very tough to 
beat.” 

Two seeded Spaniards lost, 
No. 21 Tommy Robredo and 
No. 27 Feliciano Lopez, 
while Monday's winners in¬ 
cluded No. 3 Novak 
Djokovic, No. 12 Fernando 
Gonzalez, No. 13 Gael Mon¬ 
fils, No. 14 Ivan Ljubicic, No. 
19 Nicolas Almagro, No. 25 
Marcos Baghdatis, and three 
U.S. men: No. 17 John Isner, 
Taylor Dent and Mardy Fish. 


ARLINGTON, Texas - The 
Texas Rangers filed for 
Chapter 11 bankruptcy pro¬ 
tection Monday in hopes of 
spurring completion of the 
$575 million sale of the team 
by midsummer to a group of 
investors that includes Hall of 
Fame pitcher Nolan Ryan. 

Under the plan, the 
Rangers would fully pay the 
$75 million of the club's debt 
tied up in Tom Hicks' finan¬ 
cially strapped ownership 
group. That would remove 
the team from the additional 
claims by creditors against 
Hicks Sports Group that have 
stalled the sale to the group 
led by Ryan and Pittsburgh 
attorney Chuck Greenberg. 

”1 did not want to put the 
baseball future of the Texas 
Rangers in jeopardy or uncer¬ 
tainty for an extended period 
of time,” Hicks said. "This 
action is all about creating an 
end to the impasse in allow¬ 
ing this team sale to go for¬ 
ward.” 

A 21-page filing in U.S. 
Bankruptcy Court in Fort 
Worth included the top 30 un¬ 
secured creditors, a list 
headed by Alex Rodriguez, 
who is owed $24.9 million in 
deferred compensation six 
years after he was traded 
away from the team. 


The next five on the list 
are also current or former 
players: Kevin Millwood 
($12.9 million), Michael 
Young ($3.9 million), Vicente 
Padilla ($1.7 million), 
Mickey Tettleton ($1.4 mil¬ 
lion) and Mark McLemore 
($970,000). 

A court hearing is sched¬ 
uled Tuesday, though the 
process could take several 
more weeks to complete. 

"I know it will be faster 
than the other alternative 
would have been,” Hicks 
said. 

Greenberg initially hoped 
to have control of the 
Rangers by opening day, but 
concerns from Hicks' lenders 
have slowed the deal and the 
Hicks Sports Group defaulted 
on $525 million in loans last 
year. Greenberg said Hicks' 
agreement to sell 153 acres 
around the stadium facilitated 
the agreement; the land is 
part of the $575 million sale 
price. 

Hicks, who bought the 
team in 1998 from a group 
that included former presi¬ 
dent George W. Bush, said it 
became apparent about a 
month ago that the Chapter 
11 bankruptcy would be the 
only way to break the stale¬ 
mate created by creditors.

'devastated' by massive spill 


Kite surfing or kiteboarding is 
a surface water sport that uses 
the wind to pull a rider through 
the water on a small surfboard 
or a kiteboard (similar to a 
wakeboard). Generally kite¬ 
boarding refers to a style of 
riding known as freestyle or 
wake-style, whereas kitesurf¬ 
ing is more "wave-riding" ori¬ 
ented. These two styles usually 
require different boards and 
specific performance kites. 


A kitesurfer or kiteboarder 
uses a board with or without 
foot-straps or bindings, com¬ 
bined with the power of a large 
controllable kite to propel the 
rider and the board across the 
water. In 2006, the number of 
kitesurfers has been estimated

with 114,465 inflatable kites 
sold that same year. 

The sport is becoming safer 
due to innovations in kite de¬ 


sign, safety release systems, 
and instructions. Riding styles 
have evolved to suit riders and 
conditions, such as wakestyle, 
waveriding, freestyle, freeride, 
jumping, and crui-sing. 

Kitesurfing started on the 
island in 1998. Armando 
Wester, a professional wind¬ 
surfer and certified instructor, 
and his buddies were the first 
ones to introduce Kitesurfing 
to the island of Aruba.

FOURCHON BEACH, Loui¬ 
siana (AP) - BP’s chief execu¬ 
tive said yesterday that he had 
underestimated the possible en¬ 
vironmental impact of the mas¬ 
sive Gulf of Mexico oil spill. 

Tony Hayward walked 
along oil-soaked Fourchon 
Beach and talked with cleanup 
workers in white overalls and 
yellow boots, some shoveling 
oily sand into garbage cans. 

"I'm as devastated as you 
are by what I’ve seen here 
today," he told reporters. "We 
are going to do everything in 
our power to prevent any more 
oil from coming ashore and we 
will clean every last drop up 
and we will remediate all of 
the environmental damage." 

Fourchon Beach is one of 
the few sandy beaches in 
Louisiana, where most of the 
coast is marshland. Oil has 
come ashore there and at 
nearby Grand Isle in recent 
days as the spill continues to 
move west into sensitive wet¬ 
lands and fishing grounds. 

Coast Guard Commandant 
Thad Allen said BP is exhaus¬ 
ting every possibility to plug 
the spill, which was triggered 
by an offshore drilling rig ex¬ 
plosion April 20. He said he 
couldn't push the company 
aside even if he wanted to. 


"To push BP out of the way, 
it would raise the question, to 
replace them with what?" 
Allen, who's heading the go¬ 
vernment response to the spill, 
told reporters at a White House 
briefing. 

Doug Suttles, BP's chief 
operating officer, said it will be 
at least tomorrow before the 
company tries using heavy 
mud and cement to plug the 
leak, a maneuver called a top 
kill that represents the best 
hope of stopping the oil after 
several failed attempts. BP ini¬ 
tially said it would try today, 
but company spokesman John 
Curry said more time is needed 
to get equipment in place and 
test it. 

"Our goal, of course, is to 
succeed," Curry said. "We 
want this as much as anyone 
and our best chance of success 
is looking like tomorrow 
morning." 

BP said yesterday its costs 
for the spill had grown to about 
$760 million, including con¬ 
tainment efforts, drilling a re¬ 
lief well to stop the leak 
permanently, grants to Gulf 
states for their response costs, 
and payment of damage 
claims. BP said it's too early to 
calculate other potential costs 
and liabilities.
